School ground-breaking held

The shovels were flying 
again on Tuesday, this time for 
the planned but still unnamed 
elementary school that will be 
erected soon on Beverly Road. 

Superintendent Joel Carr, 
who welcomed the invited 
noon-time guests to the school 
site, declared “we are looking 
forward to beginning the con¬ 
struction process on what will 
be one of the finest elementary 
schools in southeastern Michi¬ 
gan.” 


According to school 
sources, the grade school 
slated to open in the fall of 
2001 will relieve overcrowding 
conditions at both Cory and 
Wick Elementary Schools. 

It will be located on Beverly 
Road, between Merriman and 
Henry Ruff roads. 

School Trustee Eva Webb 
has been named chairperson 
of a committee to recommend 
a name for the future school. 

Other members of the com¬ 
mittee are Trustees Alan Lam¬ 


bert and Debbie Dick. 

A principal will be appoin¬ 
ted - probably next winter - a 
school district source said. 

The new school building 
was approved earlier by local 
voters - along with other pro¬ 
jects including a high school 
swimming pool and additions 
to the Middle School athletic 
area complex. 

Local school trustees and 
others were presented with 
honorary shovels for use in the 
groundbreaking by Barton 
Mallow. 

Even retired Superinten¬ 


dent Dr. William Bedell at¬ 
tended the formal ceremony. 


Wayne County efforts to up¬ 
grade traffic to and from De¬ 
troit Metro Airport via Wayne 
Road are currently proceeding 
“on time,” Barbara Hogan -- 
spokeswoman for the county 
project said Tuesday. 

Romulus Mayor William 
Oakley said his office has re¬ 
ceived limited calls or com¬ 
plaints — maybe three in 
number — since the planned 
detour signs first went up. 

Hogan said the county has 
received no complaints to 
date. 

Most of the new periphery 
road that will replace the cur¬ 
rent Wayne Road will be 
known as Wayne road when it 
opens later this summer, ac¬ 
cording to Hogan. 

A small section adjacent to 
the Vining Interchange will be 
known as Vining Road, Hogan 
said. 

One section of the new road 
from Eureka to Northline 
should be finished by the first 
or second week of August, 
Hogan said, but will not be 
opened at that time. 

Then the second portion of 
Wayne Road from Northline 
that crosses Grant Road is ex¬ 
pected to be finished by the 
end of August. At that time 
both sections will be opened. 

The Goddard Road project 
will contain no detours during 
the roadwork there, Hogan 
said, and when the new section 
is completed the end of No¬ 
vember or beginning of De¬ 
cember - the current Goddard 
Road section will be closed. 

Further updates will be 
published on the road’s pro¬ 
gress in coming weeks by the 
Romulus Roman.

Refreshments will be do¬ 
nated by Wade Trim and the 
Raspberry Park sign will be 
unveiled.

Asbestos discovery snags 
Jaycee building demolition 


Apparently it will cost the 
city of Wayne about $33,000 
more to level the old Jaycee 
Park building. 

Kimberly J. Fallow, Wayne 
Parks and Recreation director, 
informed Mayor Robert J. 
Dickerson and members of city 
council Tuesday night that the 
ceiling to the building targeted 
to be demolished may contain 
asbestos, therefore, the con¬ 
tractor has requested a change 
in the amount he wants to re¬ 
move the cancer-causing subs¬ 
tance, as required by state and 
federal laws. 

In a request for a change or¬ 
der to council, Fallow noted 
that “in May, you approved a 
bid received from Homrich, 


Inc. in the amount of $86,200 to 
demolish the Jaycee Park 
Building, the attached pavil¬ 
ion, and restore the basketball 
court area and site. 

“A large part of the demoli¬ 
tion deals with existing as¬ 
bestos and its removal,” 
Fallow further stated. “NHT 
Consultants were hired to 
evaluate and write the specifi¬ 
cation needed for abatement, 
however, their testing in¬ 
cluded only the building area. 
The contractor has had suspi¬ 
cion that the pavilion ceiling 
might also have asbestos. We 
have had NHT test the roofing 
section of the pavilion and 
they have verified that the ex¬ 
isting roof panels do indeed 


contain asbestos.” 

Fallow pointed out that be¬ 
cause the areas were not spe¬ 
cified in the original bid 
documents, “we are in need of 
a change of order to address 
this issue. The cost of this 
change order is an additional 
$33,000. 

“The budgeted amount for 
this project is $102,000.” 

Fallow , said that the addi¬ 
tional cost of $17,200 will re¬ 
quire a budget amendment.” 

Council members noted that 
they had little if any alterna¬ 
tive but to agree to the amend¬ 
ment because the law requires 
asbestos removal immediately 
upon discovery.

To continue their work to 
build affordable homes in the 
area, the Peoples Community

Rucker, Rich . 
elected school 
board presidents

John Rucker, who was the 
lone holdout in the vote to give 
New York- based Edison 
Schools a contract to run the 
Inkster School District, was 
elected last week as president 
of the Inkster School Board. 

Rucker will replace pro- 
Edison advocate, George Will¬ 
iams, who was defeated in his 
bid for re-election in the an¬ 
nual June 12 school elections. 

Rucker, the senior member 
of the board, will face several 
major obstacles during the 
transition, including the de¬ 
cline of student enrollment 
and the loss of some 28 long¬ 
time teachers, who accepted a 
$30,000 buyout from Edison to 
retire from the school district 
this year. 

The Inkster School District, 
faced with a $1.2 million defi¬ 
cit and a threat of a state take¬ 
over, turned to Edison, a 
private manager of public 
schools, for assistance. 

Edison agreed to finance 
the school district’s debt in ex¬ 
change for the control of the 
district. With Rucker casting 
the lone “no” vote, after unsuc¬ 
cessfully arguing against the 
takeover, the board voted 6-1 to 
award Edison a 5-year con¬ 
tract. 

According to Edison 
Schools officials, Edison will 
take responsibility for imple¬ 
menting the educational pro¬ 
gram and management of the 
school district and will be ac¬ 
countable to the school board. 

The board has the option to 
sever ties with Edison, but the 
district would have to reim¬ 
burse the corporation for any 
monies invested in the school 
district. 

The board also selected 
Ocie Carswell as its vice presi¬

dent; Sandra- Motley Cook was 
picked as board secretary; 
while the treasurer for the 
2000-2001 school year is Pris¬ 
cilla Cook. 

Newly-elected Jacqueline 
Y. Sledge and Antoine Shaw, 
along with second-term trustee 
Areeda Quincy Whitener, 
round out the school board 
line-up. 

In the meanwhile, Sandra 
Rich will take over the presi¬ 
dential reins of the Westwood 
Community School District. 
She, too, is a longtime member 
of the board. Patrick 
McLaughlin will serve as vice 
president while Timothy T. 
Emery is the new board secre¬ 
tary. The board also elected 
Gregory D. Stephens as trea¬ 
surer. 

Roderick Means, Luisa R. 
Donfried and newcomer Kim¬ 
berly D. Lampkin are the com¬ 
plete the board line-up for the 
upcoming school year. 

Westwood Community 
School District officials also 
announced that it has become 
a “Schools of Choice” district 
for the upcoming 2000-2001 
school year. 

“This gives students in 
neighboring districts in Wayne 
County to apply for a limited 
number of spaces in the West- 
wood schools,” notes Dr. Equi-

Council hits bottom with near riot 


Good thing the Westland City 
Council backed down Monday on 
voting in new rules and proce¬ 
dures, most of which, if passed, 
would further restrict citizen in¬ 
put 

Restrictive rules included al¬ 
lowing the council president to 
censor many remarks, banned au¬ 
dience responses, and in rare cir¬ 
cumstances shifting citizens com¬ 
ments to 7 am. in the morning. 

The present restrict rules, re¬ 
strictive enough, were partially 

responsible for the near riot that 
ended Monday night’s meeting. 

The civil disobedience oc¬ 
curred when Acting Council Pres¬ 
ident David Cox threatened to 
have police remove speaker De¬ 
bra Hessler-Davis from the 
lectern after she spoke for three 
minutes. 

Hessler-Davis refused. Cox 
called for Police Chief Emery 
Price to remove her, and about 25 
citizens circled her at the lectern, 
thwarting an easy arrest 

Had Cox, not known for cool 
under pressure, ordered Hessler- 
Davis and the citizens’ arrest the 
scene would have recalled the ar¬ 
rests of civil rights demonstrators 
in the South of the sixties. 

Ugly. 

Fbrtunately, Cox backed down 
and called a recess, afterwards al¬ 
lowing Hessler-Davis. 

If all it took was Cox’s restric¬ 
tion of speech to cite the citizens 
into action, just think what would 
have happened under stricter 
laws designed to limit citizen in¬ 
put further 

Luckily, council had postponed 
action on new rules after Council- 
woman Sandra Cicirelli moved to 
send the rules back to the rules 
and procedures subcommittee, 



which had been charged with rec¬ 
ommending possible rule 
changes. The committee, as origi¬ 
nally intended, will draft a report 
with the assistance of City Attor¬ 
ney Angelo Plakas, and, if split, 
draft a minority report too. Then 
the city council will vote. 

“Perhaps we will have a little 
more clarity and organization,” 
said Councilwoman Sharon Scott, 
subcommittee chairwoman, who 
favored the postponement She al¬ 
so pointed out that rule change 
recommendations are still coming 
in. 

Perhaps the delay will enable 
council members to realize that 
citizen input is valuable and nec¬ 
essary. Once that light bulb flashes 
off in Cox and Council President 
Trav Griffin’s minds, the council 
can establish rules based on the 
best way to tap citizen ideas, com¬ 
ments, and suggestions. 

Griffin began restricting citizen 
comments since crowds began 
protesting the council’s decision 
not to re-appoint former City 
Clerk Pat Gibbons in January. 
Since then, council policies pre¬ 
vent many speakers’ questions 
from being directly answered, 
causing the same questions to be 
repeated weekly, angering council 
members and frustrating the pub¬ 
lic. 

Before the crowds, former 
Council President Sandra Ci¬ 
cirelli had allowed citizens and 
groups with enough time to pre¬ 


sent their issues to council, occa¬ 
sionally calling study sessions to 
discuss citizen issues at length 
when necessary, such as when 
rats infested an east-side neigh¬ 
borhood or Ravine Street neigh¬ 
bors clashed over parking spaces. 
Under Cicirelli, citizens questions 
were answered when asked. 

Neighboring communities, 
such as Canton Township, keep 
order by, in the word’s of an offi¬ 
cial, “bending over backwards” to 
allow everybody, their attorneys 
and experts, to be heard. Attempts 
are made to answer questions. 

Among local Wayne County 
governments, it’s only common 
among local school boards to re¬ 
strict speakers’ time and to ignore 
citizens’ questions. 

Though council postponed the 
vote, many citizens spoke against 
the proposed changes. 

“Go back and read the Con¬ 
stitution,” said Georgia Becker. 

“Some issues take more than 
two minutes,” said Arthur Warren, 
who has been trying to get the 
council to discuss community-po¬ 
lice relations with citizens. “I get a 
feeling that a lot of your pro¬ 
cesses are not democratic.” 

He warned the city that by ig¬ 
noring citizens upset with some 
police tactics, Westland may get 
hit with a multi-million-dollar po¬ 
lice abuse law suit 

Instead, the city may get hit 
with a class action suit from the 
angry citizens who rose to protect 
Hessler-Davis. That was the table 
talk at a local diner after the meet¬ 
ing. 

Westland must realize that its 
government can continue running 
on adrenaline. Or it can run on 
trust 


Split personality: Dearborn sues itself 


Taxpayers in Dearborn may 
wind up paying attorney fees for 
both sides in a dispute over devel¬ 
opment of the site of the vacated 
Jacobson’s department store 
building. A majority of the Dear¬ 
born City Council favors one plan 
while Mayor Guido and the Board 
of Directors of the West Dearborn 
Downtown Development Authori¬ 
ty are pushing a different plaa 

The council had authorized a 
$2.5 million loan to the Authority 
for purchase of the building but 
now wants title to it to pursue its 
own development plaa The Au¬ 
thority is refusing to relinquish ti¬ 
tle and the council may go to 
court with the dispute. 

In the 1970’s the state legisla¬ 
ture enacted laws allowing cities 



to set up Downtown Development 
Authorities (DDA’s) and Tax Incre¬ 
ment Financing Authorities 
(TIFA’s). Both siphon off taxpayer 
dollars (tax increments) to fi¬ 
nance projects controlled by their 
respective Boards of Directors. 

While some will dispute it was 
the purpose of the state laws; the 
result was an end run around the 
Headlee Amendment to the state 
constitution which required cities 
to submit bond proposals to the 


voters for approval. DDA’s and 
TIFA’s only need approval of city 
councils to issues bonds to be 
paid off by the authorities out of 
tax increments collected on prop¬ 
erty in their designated geograph¬ 
ic area in the city. 

In both types of organizations, 
board members must be approved 
by the council (except for the 
mayor’s presence on the DDA 
board, which is required by state 
law). Once appointed, board mem¬ 
bers can only be removed (before 
expiration of their terms) for 
“cause” which can be challenged 
in court 

State law also requires that a 
majority of DDA board members 
must own businesses in the dis¬ 
trict whether or not they live in 


the city. 

DDA’s and TIFA’s have virtually 
the same powers that city councils 
have except that their annual 
budgets must be approved by city 
councils. 

Ownership of the Jacobson 
building should be governed by 
the terms of the loan that enabled 
the authority to purchase it The 
city council should use its control 
of the purse strings to get its way 
(through the budget approval 
process) rather than go to court 

In the long run, DDA’s afld 
TIFA’s should be abolished to re¬ 
turn control of development to 
elected officials directly account¬ 
able to the voters. 
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It's amazing that Romulus has so many things for students

I was very disturbed by a re¬ 
cent Letter to the Editor on 
June 22nd in the Romulus Ro¬ 
man. After reading a letter 
about Romulus Schools and 
the lack of rewards and incen¬ 
tives for well-behaved and mo¬ 
tivated students, I spoke with 
five of my children that attend 
the elementary and middle 
schools. At this time I would 
like to share a few of their in¬ 
sights and mine about what 
Romulus Schools have done 
for my children. My children 
range from average to high 
achievers and I hope that their 
ideas shed some light on some 
of the positive ways they have 
been encouraged to continue 
good classroom behavior and 
maintain good grades. 

Some of the incentives we 
discussed included: being cho¬ 
sen as a member of the Safety 
Patrol, Band, and a member of 
the Student Advisory Council. 
They have also been given the 
opportunity to attend the Aca¬ 
demic Adventure Camps, sum¬ 
mer RESA enrichment 
courses, literature enrichment 
program and leadership group 
that assists in service projects 
and activities with senior citi¬ 
zens. They have been honored 
by receiving science fair 
awards, perfect attendance 
awards, honor roll certificates, 
most improved student 
awards. MEAP certificates, 
daily high fives, fitness 
awards, and buying special 
“goodies” at the school store. If 
they have earned a month of 
positive behavior, they attend 
a special assembly. Each of 
them has been chosen for a 
few of these activities when 
they have worked hard. As par¬ 
ents, we are proud of them and 
we teach them how to be proud 
of each other when they do not 
get an award. 

All of these activities and 
honors have given my “aver¬ 
age” children the opportunity 
to see the rewards of hard 
work and the chance to realize 
that each child is honored and 
recognized for their individual 
talents. They may not be cho¬ 
sen for every activity at their 
school, but they have strengths 
and work hard to follow school 
rules. As “average” students, 
they have visited the Interven¬ 
tion Room to solve disputes or 
have a time out for mis¬ 
behavior. I do not see them re- 
ceiving rewards, only 
encouragement to improve 
and consequences for their 
misbehavior. My responsibility 
as a parent is to uphold these 
rules and give my children re¬ 
wards and punishment at 
home. When my children deal 
with a problem at school or 
work hard to bring up their 
grades, we take time as a fam¬ 
ily to celebrate that accom¬ 
plishment. I do not expect our 
schools to be able to honor ev¬ 
ery positive thing that my chil¬ 
dren have done. I also do not 
think that they will be chosen 
for every activity at their 
schools. It is one of life’s les¬ 
sons for us to help our chil¬ 
dren learn to be gracious when 
others have earned a reward 
or accomplishment. I do not 
see children being rewarded 
for misbehavior in our schools. 
I see our schools encouraging 
all students to succeed, all stu¬ 
dents to excel, and all students 
to feel pride when things im¬ 
prove for them at school. 

Another issue in the letter 
that concerns me is the fact 
that we don’t have many ways 
that schools set goals to bring 
out the introverted students. 
When we were talking as a 
family, we remembered many 
things in elementary and mid¬ 
dle school that we have been 
involved in that have helped 
each of us gain confidence at 
school. Here are some of the 
things my children brain¬ 
stormed: huddle up time, class 
meetings, “I” messages, using 
a “bug” and a “wish”, oral pre¬ 
sentations, “take ten”, Student 
Advisory Council, ACE chal¬ 
lenge course, cooperative 
learning, book buddies, scouts, 
and being a Student of the 
Week. Many people have taken 
time to talk to my own children 
individually and they were so 
excited that the school social 
worker and their own teachers 
were able to talk with them 
when they needed them. An¬ 
other important person for all 
five of my children was their 
school principal. They always 


have felt that she cared about 
them and is proud of them. 
When our family went through 
a difficult time, her encourage¬ 
ment made a big difference. 

It’s amazing that Romulus 
has so many things in place for 
students. I had a very shy little 
girl that entered Romulus 


Schools in the first grade. Now, 
she’s very outgoing. When she 
came out of her shell, we were 
all very excited! I think that 
our schools have worked very 
hard with her. 

The final issue of the letter 
that I would like to address is 
the parent compact. I defi¬ 


nitely agree with Ms. Lammers 
that it would be great to see 
everyone involved in our chil¬ 
dren’s education signing the 
compact. However, it is a nec¬ 
essary piece that some parents 
need in order to recognize 
their responsibilities. In high 
performing schools, parent 


compacts are a vital piece of 
their success. I hope that we, 
as parents and educators, will 
continue to take our respon¬ 
sibilities seriously. If a piece 
of paper is necessary so that 
everyone sees their roles 
spelled out, then the compact 
is very important. The compact 


does not spell our rewards or 
recognition for misbehavior. 
Parents have a responsibility 
to play in their children’s edu¬ 
cation and success. Let’s cele¬ 
brate their improvement and 
achievements at home, and at 
school.
